Dear Mr. Filby, 

This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, dated 19 December 
2018, in which you sought information regarding the discharge of an M4 at Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base in August 2018. We assigned tracking number 2019-01250-F, to your request. 

Portions of the information requested are exempt from disclosure under the FOIA. We have 
indicated the proper exemptions, described below, in the attached document^). 

a. Exemption (b)(6) permits the withholding of all information about individuals in 
“personnel and medical files and similar files” when the disclosure of such information “would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” 

b. Exemption (b)(7)(C) provides protection for personal information in law enforcement 
records the disclosure of which “could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy.” 

c. Exemption (b)(7)(D) provides protection for “records or information compiled for law 
enforcement purposes that could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of a confidential 
source and information furnished by a confidential source.” 

d. Exemption (b)(7)(E) provides protection to all law enforcement information which “would 
disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions, or would 
disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law.” 

The authority for the exemptions used can be found in 5 U.S.C. §552, DoDM 5400.07, 
Freedom of Information Act Program, and DoD 5400.7-RAFMAN 33-302. You can also 
access information on the Air Force FOIA program via the Air Force FOIA page at 
http ://www. foia.af.mil/. 
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While processing your request, we identified records that are subject to the control and 
release authority of another federal agency, to wit: HQ AFIMSC/IZSI (pages 262-264 and 266- 
281). We have referred these portions of your request and related documents to the 
aforementioned agency FOIA offices so they can respond to you directly. HQ AFOSI/XIL Form 
0-3 has been inserted in your requested file in place of documents withheld or forwarded to 
another agency with the name and address of where the document originated. 

If you interpret my response as not fully complying with your request, you may appeal this 
decision with the Secretary of the Air Force by email to afosi_hq_foia_request@us.af.mil; mail 
to AFOSI/XILI, ATTN: FOIA Office, 27130 Telegraph Rd, Quantico, VA 22134; or fax to (571) 
305-8229 no later than 90 calendar days from the date of this letter.

cloudy, approximately 79 degrees Fahrenheit, and no wind. WPMTF is a five story hospital with 


a basement located on Area A of WPAFB. The main entrance and Emergency Room (ER) is on 
the South side of the hospital facing south. There is a clinic entrance with a rotating door on the 
west side of the hospital facing west. Upon arrival, the entrance to the hospital was restricted by 
SFS and a crime scene was already established in the hallway leading to the FHRC. The interior 
of the hospital was illuminated by florescent lights. The FHRC was located on the first floor of 
the hospital to the west of the main entrance and adjacent to the ER. Inside the FHRC was a 
waiting area, check in desks and multiple offices and patient rooms. 


Prior to AFOSI taking control of the scene, SFS personnel had cleared the FHRC of bystanders 
who had been locked in their rooms and hiding from the report of the active shooter. The scene 
was changed during this process and objects, medical carts, and other items were moved during 
the clearing process.

AFOSI 10 FIS, WPAFB, OH. The crime scene tape placed on the door from 2 Aug 18 
was still intact and did not show any signs of tamper. During the processing the walls were 
relabeled and the bullet defects were mapped on each surface and re-photographed (Exhibit 29). 


Several bullet defects were tested in an effort to determine if they were likely made by a fired 
projectile. The tests used for this purpose were dithiooxamide (DTO) for the presence of copper 
residue (jacketing) and sodium rhodizonate (SR) to test for the presence of lead. It is possible for 
a bullet defect to test positive on one test but not the other depending on the makeup of the 
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fragment which came in contact with the suspected bullet defect. All measurements taken were 
approximate. 

The exterior to the FHRC was labelled A and when facing the FHRC had a shrapnel pattern west 
of the broken window labelled Al. The approximate center of A1 to the floor was 4’6” and 1’, 
1.5” to the right side of the door. There was a suspected bullet defect in the frame of the window 
on the left side of the window labelled A2. A2 was a bullet defect with a smaller diameter on 
surface A and a larger diameter on surface C indicating a possible directionality of a projectile 
moving from outside the window to inside the FHRC. Al was tested using DTO and SR and had 
a faint positive for DTO and a positive for SR. A2 was tested using DRO and SR and had a faint 
positive for both tests. A3 was a defect located on the east door of A. it consisted of a dent in 
the wood of the door which was 4’6” from the floor and 3’1/4” from the right door frame. A3 
was tested using DTO and SR and was positive. A3 looked to be caused by an object striking the 
door with force. Surface A had two pieces of paper taped to the door. A2 had a hole consistent 
with a projectile fired through paper indicating it was there at the time the shooting took place. 
A3 was made through the other piece of paper and showed a directionality of the force moving 
from right to left to right at a slightly upward angle. 

To the right of the door was a half wall labelled B and had a shrapnel pattern labelled Bl. The 
top of the shrapnel pattern was 5’ 9” from the floor and the lowest portion of the pattern was 4’ 
4” from the floor. A large piece of Bl was tested using DTO and SR and had a negative 
reaction. 

The inside of the FHRC door was labelled C. The opposite side of bullet Defect A2 was 
photographed. Wood was broken from the frame and back towards the interior of the FHRC. 

The external north wall of room 1R19 was labelled D. D had four suspected bullet defects 
labelled D1 - D4. D1 was in the upper left comer of the wall and after closer inspection did not 
appear to be a bullet defect. D1 did not test positive in presumptive tests for lead and copper 
indicating it was most likely not related to the shooting. D2 was 4’5” from the floor and 7.75” 
from the left edge of D. D3 went through a sign shaped like a stop sign a quarter of an inch thick 
made of foam-core material and continued into the wall of D. D3 was 5’ from the floor and 1’ 
7” from the left edge of D. D4 was 5’7” from the floor and 3’ from the door frame of room 
IR19. D5 was located 3’3” from the floor and 2’8” from the door frame of room IR19. A 
fragmented piece of copper was observed in D4. D1 was believed to be a prior existing hole and 
was tested using DTO and SR. Both tests had a negative result. D4 was tested using DTO and 
SR and tested positive using DTO and negative using SR. A cut was put into the wall of D and 
resulted in the finding of a metal fragment which stopped and rested on the floor inside the wall 
between D and E. A metal fragment was recovered inside of D4 stopped in the wall. D3 and D4 
appeared to travel through to E. 

The internal north wall of room IR19 was labelled E. E had three suspected bullet defects 
labelled El- E3. El was perforated through a framed picture with glass and located 2’2” from 
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the ceiling and 1’6” from the door frame. E2 was 1’9” from the ceiling and 2’9” from the door 
frame. E3 was 2’7” from the ceiling and 2’9” from the door frame. E2 was believed to be a 
prior existing hole and was tested using DTO and SR. Both tests on E2 had a negative result. El 
and E3 appeared to perforate surface E. 

The internal south wall of room IR 19 was labelled F. F had two suspected bullet defects 
labelled FI and F2. FI was 4’4” from the floor and 2’ from the E wall. F2 was 7’ from the floor 
and 3’7” from the E wall. F2 had a visible piece of projectile imbedded in the wall. FI appeared 
to perforate F and F2 had a non-perforating metal fragment recovered in the bullet defect. 

The internal north wall of room IR33 was labelled G. G had one suspected bullet defect labelled 
Gl. G1 was 4’3” from the floor and 1 3/4’ from a partition in the wall to the west. G1 appeared 
to be a perforating bullet defect and the wall was not cut. 

The internal south wall of room IR33 was labelled H. H had one suspected bullet defect labelled 
HI. HI was 2’8” from the floor and 1 ’5” from the east wall. HI did not have an exit hole on the 
external wall in the hallway. The wall was cut and a metal fragment was recovered imbedded in 
a third layer of sheetrock within wall H. 

The external wall of room IR34 was in a hallway south of room IR33 and was labelled I. It had 
seven suspected bullet defects labelled 11-17. II was located 6”4” from the floor and 1 ’2” from 
the door frame of room IR34. 12 was located 5’ 1” from the floor and 10.5” from the door frame 
of room IR34. 13 was located 3’8” from the floor and 5” from the frame of room IR34. 14 was 
located 3’ 1” from the floor and 1 ’2” from the frame of room IR34. 15 was located 2’9” from the 
floor and 11.5” from the frame of room IR34. 16 was located 1 ’7” from the floor and 1 ’4” from 
the frame of room IR34. 17 was located 1’6” from the floor and 2’7” from the frame of room 
IR34. Bullet defects 11-15 appeared to be perforating through wall I. A hole in the wall was 
cut to view 16 and 17. One metal fragment was recovered inside I behind 17 imbedded in a piece 
of metal duct. Another metal fragment was recovered on the floor inside wall I believed to be 
associated to 16. A dent in the metal duct was observed in line with 16.

The internal east wall of room IR34 was labelled K. K had one suspected bullet defect labelled 
K1 located in a printer on a desk against the wall. The printer was an HP Color Laser Jet 
Enterprise M553, SN: JPBCJ3W1H8. The location of the printer in the room was 2’4” from the 
floor and 3’ from the north wall. The size of K1 was approximately 85mm long and 25mm wide. 
K1 had a metal fragment removed from inside the printer. 
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The south wall of room IR34 was labelled L. L had four suspected bullet defects labelled L1 - 
L4. LI was located 2’6” from the ceiling and 7’6” from a partition to the west. L2 was located 
3’3” from the ceiling and 6’8” from the partition to the west. L3 was located 5’7” from the 
ceiling and 7’8” from the partition to the west. L4 was located 6’3” from the ceiling and 8’1” 
from the partition to the west. Several viewing holes were cut into wall L. There was a concrete 
wall on the other side of L and five metal fragments were discovered in wall L on the floor. 

The west side of the hallway from the main entrance of the FHRC to IR34 had a scale along the 
west wall which was labelled M. M had one suspected bullet defect labelled Ml. The scale was 
a Scale Tronix brand scale with a SN: of 5002 - 24303. The right side of the scale was located 
5’3” from the comer of wall D. Ml was located in a metal railing of the scale on the rail closest 
to IR34. Ml was 2” from the floor. Ml perforated the railing on one side and left a dent where 
it failed to perforate the opposite side of the railing. The railing was removed and resulted in the 
recovery of several large pieces of metal and many small fragments resting where the railing met 
the scale. 


The west side of the hallway from the main entrance of the FHRC to IR34 was labelled N. N 
had a suspected bullet defect labelled Nl. N1 was 2’4” from the floor and 8’ Va" from the corner 
of wall D. Nl was tested using DTO and SR and tested positive for DTO and negative for SR. 


There was a medical cart with supplies believed to be in front of wall I at the time of the 
shooting. The cart was located west of IR34 at the time of crime scene processing and was 
moved as Security Forces and Dayton Police Department cleared the FHRC. Tiny fragments of 
blue fiber consistent with a blue cloth were on the floor in the hallway as well as broken pieces 
of red plastic from bins located on the medical cart. The cart was not able to be accurately 
placed where it may have existed at the time of the shooting. 

Ballistic rods were used inside the bullet defects along with strings in an effort to show potential 
trajectory of the projectiles. Due to many of the bullet defects being elongated, projectiles were 
most likely tumbling and entered the walls sideways or were altered by another external force 
such as striking the window, walls or the medical cart. The results of the stringing show a 
potential route of travel for the projectile based on the bullet defect in the wall and should be 
taken as an estimate and a possible route of travel only.
